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AUBER (DANIEL FRANCOIS) 


AUBER: Fra Diavolo —Overture. London Symphony 
Orchestra conducted by Anatole Fistoulari. 12" 
imported record (2 sides), No. D-K1489; price 
$2.10. 

The spritely and melodius overture to Auber's 
opera "Fra Diavolo“ has been absent from domes- 
tic lists for several years. We have received a 
new imported recording of this delightful score 
played by the London Symphony Orchestra under 
the leadership of Anatole Fistoulari, whose light 
touch is just what the music needs. The recording, 
made in Kingsway Hall, is sparkling and vital. 


BACH (JOHANN SEBASTIAN) 


BACH: Arias. Marian Anderson (contralto in Ger- 
man) & Victor Chamber Orchestra conducted 
by Robert Shaw, with Joseph Fuchs (violin) 4 
Robert Bloom (oboe & oboe d'amore). Three 
12" records (6 sides) in Set VM-1087f; price 
complete with album $4.05. 

Contents: Cantata No. I2— No. 4, Kreuz 
und Krone; Cantata No. 81 — No. I, Jesus schläft; 
Cantata No. 112—No. 2, Zum reinen Wasser; 
Weihnachts-Oratorium — No. 4, Bereite dich, Zion; 
Matthaus-Passion — No. 47, Erbarme dich, mein 
Gott. 
This album, which contains three cantata arias 
new to records, comprises some of Marian Ander- 
son's most impressive singing to date. True, there 
is occasional vocal unsteadiness, but the music, 
the recording, the accompaniment, and finally 


Miss Anderson's musicality combine to make this 
one of the most outstanding albums of recent 
months. Robert Bloom is soloist in the arias from 
Cantatas No. 12 and No. 112, and Joseph Fuchs 
is soloist in the aria from the St. Matthew Pas- 
sion. The Victor Chamber Orchestra is under the 
distinguished direction of Robert Shaw, who uses 

a harpsichord for the continuo. The' balance is 

excellent throughout, for the voice never over- 

shadows the orchestra. 

Although there have been other recordings of 
the arias from the Christmas Oratorio and the St. 
Matthew Passion, thev have been withdrawn or are 
not available at the present time. 

There are excellent notes by David Hall on the 
inside cover, but unfortunately space did not al- 
low the texts of the arias to be included. 

BACH: English Suite No. 3 in G minor. Alexander 
Borowsky (piano). Three 10" records (6 sides) 
in Set VOX-170; price complete with album 
$3.93. [Available in automatic seguence only). 

This set is a reissue of the Polydor recording 
made some time before the war. The movements 
are marked: Prelude, Allemande, Sarabande, Ga- 
votte, Gigue, Courante. 

Mr. Borowsky's recording is the only version 
of this work available. However, the recording is 
not of the most recent quality and the performance 
is a bit on the academic side. 

BACH: Concerto in D minor for two violins and 
orchestra. Arthur Grumiaux £ Jean Pougnet 
(violins) with the Philharmonic Orchestra con- 
ducted by Walter Süsskind. Two 12" imported 
records (4 sides), Nos. C-DX1276/7; price $4.20. 
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A vigorous yet sensitively played performance 
of the Concerto for Two Violins which is easily the 
best recorded version. The violinists blend perfectly 
in this clean-cut recording, The just pacing of the 
conductor, who uses a harpsichord continuo, played 
by Boris Ord, makes it one of the most satisfying 
readings available, There is a good balance 
tween the soloists and the orchestra at all times. 
Our supply of these fine imported records is limited 
at the present time. 


BEETHOVEN (LUDWIG VAN) 


BEETHOVEN: Sonata No. 8 in C minor, Op. 13 
("Pathétique"). Arthur Rubinstein (piano). Two 
12" records (4 sides) in Set VM-I102}: price 
complete with album $3.00.

BEETHOVEN: Leonore Overture No. 2 in C minor, 
Op. 72a. Amsterdam Concertgebouw Orchestra 
conducted by Edouard van Beinum. Two 12" im- 
ported records (4 sides) in Set D-ED4f; price 
complete with album $5.25. 

This set, originally announced in the Decem- 
ber 1946 SUPPLEMENT, is somewhat of a dis- 
appointment. Although the recording is very life- 
like and realistic, the performance is slow paced 
and generally not exciting. The music contains 
some of the most vivid passages of Beethoven's 
music, but the excitement is rarely felt. Compared 
with the poorly recorded but vivid Toscanini version 
(6-DA1753/4] and the vital Weingartner reading, 
(CX-95), the present version is indeed pale. How- 
ever, it is good to have the orchestra recording 
again. This set, made during a recent trip by.the 
orchestra to England, is a model of high-fidelity 
recording. 


BENNETT (ROBERT RUSSELL), 

BENNETT: Hexapoda — Five Studies in Jitterop- 
tera (3 sides) 4 DYER: Florida Night Song t 

' side). Jascha Hoifetz (violin) & Emanuel Bay 
(piano). Two 10" records in Set D-DA454; price 
complete with album $2.37. (Available in au- 
tomatic seguence only) 

This bit of whimsy by Robert Russell Bennett 
is best described by the individual titles. They 
are: Gut Bucket Gus; Jane Shakes her Hair; Betty 
and Harold Close their Eyes; Jim Jives! . . . Till 
Dawn Sunday. An older recording by Louis Kauf- 
man with the composer at the piano has been dis- 
continued. The recording is moderately successful. 

On the last side Mr. Heifetz plays Susan Dyer's 
"Florida Night Song" from "An Outlandish Suite.” 
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BERLIOZ (HECTOR) 


BERLIOZ: Le Carnaval Romain—Overture, Op. 9. 
London Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by 
Victor De Sabata. 12" imported record (2 sides), 
No. D-K1552; price $2.10. 
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A thrilling recording of an oft-recorded Ber- 
lioz selection, This rendition is easily the best 
recorded performance available and one of the 
most exciting renditions ever to be released. This 
high fidelity recording, made in the Assembly Hall, 
Walthamstow, is Victor De Sabata's debut on Dec- 
ca surfaces. 


BERNSTEIN (LEONARD) 


BERNSTEIN: Fancy Free — Three Dances. Boston 
"Pops" Orchestra conducted by Athur Fiedler. 
12" record (2 sides), No. V-11-9386; price $1.05. 
The recording made by the Boston "Pops" 
Orchestra of these three dances (Galop, Waltz, 
Danzon) is infinitely superior to the recording 
made by the Ballet Theatre Orchestra with the 
composer conducting (D-DA406). Better recording 
is primarily responsible, plus the fact that the 
Boston Orchestra has a larger body of players. 
This vivid, noisy music has been justly popular and 
the present recording of these three excerpts 
should have wide appeal. 


BLISS (ARTHUR) 

BLISS: Baraza (from the film "Men of Two 
Worlds"). Eileen Joyce (piano), Chorus & Na- 
tional Symphony Orchestra conducted by Muir 
Mathison. 12" imported record (2 sides), No. 
D-K1174; price $2.10. 

A selection from an English film as yet not re- 
leased in this country. The music seems impressive- 
ly modern, as are most of Bliss’ scores. The record. 
ing, a model of clarity, was made in Kingsway 
Hall. This is the first of a series of English Decca 
records entitled "Incidental Music from British 
Films." It is certainly an auspicious beginning. 
BLISS: March — The Phoenix — In Honor of 

France. Philharmonia Orchestra conducted by 
Constant Lambert. 12" imported record (2 
sides), No. G-C3518; price $2.00. 

A greeting to France, rising from the ashes of 
war has been faithfully recorded by the English 
engineers under the auspices of the British Council. 
The march, obviously an occasional piece, is ef- 
fectively contrived, and impressively recorded by 
the Philharmonia Orchestra under the sympathetic 
direction of Constant Lambert. 


BRAHMS (JOHANNES) 

BRAHMS: Concerto No. I in D minor, Op 15, 
for piano and orchestra. Rudolf Serkin (piano) 
& Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra conducted by 
Fritz Reiner. Six 12" records (12 sides) in Set 
CM-652t: price complete with album $7.35. 

At the present time only Schnabel's recording 
of Brahms' First Piano Concerto is listed in the 
domestic catalogues and that has not been in 
stock for quite a long time. There is therefore room 
for some competition. Columbia has given us an 
exceptional well-recorded version of this virtuoso 
concerto, played in real bravura style by Rudolf 
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Serkin, whose recent set of the Second Concerto 
(CM-584}) was also effectively played. The re- 
cording is most acceptable and the driving force 
of the conductor is felt in every meesure. The 
combination of Serkin and Reiner plus good re- 
cording ‘make this a noteworthy addition to Co- 
lumbia's rapidly expanding repertory of concertos. 


BRITTEN (BENJAMIN) 


BRITTEN: Serenade for Tenor, Horn and Strings, 
Op. 31. Peter Pears (tenor), Dennis Brain (horn) 
& Boyd Neel String Orchestra conducted by 
Benjamin Britten. Three 12" imported records 
(6 sides) in Set D-ED7f; price complete with 
album $7.35. 

This work, dedicated to Edward Sackville West 
and written for Mr. Pears and Dennis Brain, con- 
sists of a Prologue and Epilogue for the horn 
alone and settings for tenor, horn and strings of 
the following poems: Pastoral (Cotton), Nocturne 
(Tennyson), Elegy (Blake); Dirge (Anon. 15th Cen- 
tury); Hymn (Ben Jonson); Sonnet (Keats). In 
some cases the composer has given his own title 
to the chosen poem. 

The medium may strike the listener as being 
a bit strange on first hearing, but the music is of 
fine quality and repeated hearings reveal many 
hidden beauties. The voice of the tenor could 
hardly be called sensuously beautiful, but it is 
musicianly and Mr. Pear's diction is impeccable 
throughout. The torturously difficult horn part is 
played to perfection by Dennis Brain and the com- 
poser's conducting lends authenticity to the per- 
formance. The lifelike recording of this important 
contemporary score is most impressive.

12" imported record (2 sides), 
No. D-K1424; price $2.10. 
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Nicolas Orloff, a newcomer to records, turns in 
impressive’ perfotmances of ‘three Chopin selec- 
tions. Only the Waltz is relatively unfamiliar. 
Isolated recordings of the other selections exist, 
but the Waltz is available only in various collections. 
The piano tone is very realistic, though a trifle 
hard in the treble. 


CHOPIN: Waltzes, Volume |. Jacques Abram 
(piano). Three 12" records (6 sides) in Set MC- 
76; price complete with album $4.03. (Available 
in automatic seguence only). 

Contents: Waltzes No. I in E flat major, Op. 
18; No. 2 in A flat major, Op. 34, No. 1; No. 3 in 
A minor, Op. 34, No. 2; No. 4 in F major, Op. 
34, No. 3; No. 6 in D flat major, Op. 64, No. I; 
No. 7 in: C sharp minor, Op. 64; No. 2; No. 8 in 
A flat major, Op. 64, No. 3. 

Jacques Abram, whose recitals have been. re- 
coived with criticel acclaim, has recently recorded 
an album of Chopin Waltzes. Although the per- 
formances are vigorous, they can hardly be called 


poetic or romantic and the recorded tone is quite 
dull and lifeless. 


CHOPIN: Introduction and Polonaise Brillante in 
C major, Op. 3. Gregor Piatigorsky (cello) 4 
Valentin Pavlovsky (piano). !2" record (2 sides), 
No. C-71889D; price $1.05. 


Chopin's opinion of this work was given in 
a letter to a friend in which he says: "I wrote an 
Alla Polacca with 'cello accompaniment during my 
visit to Prince Radziwell (1829). It is nothing 
more than a brilliant drawing-room piece suitable 
for the ladies . . ." Actually the ‘cello has a lot 
more to do than just accompany the piano. The 
melodious and expressive introduction contains the 
best music. It displays the talents of the per- 
formers. This enjoyable diversion is expertly played 
by these two performers. The 'cello overshadows 
ihe piano slightly, but otherwise the recording is 
generally good. An earlier recording by Emanuel 
Feuermann and Franz Rupp has been withdrawn. 


CHOPIN: Mazurka No. 47 in A minor & Valse 
No. 14 in E minor, Op. Posth.: DAQUIN: Le 
Coucou; DE SEVERAC: Music Box. Solomon 
(piano). 12" imported record (2 sides), No. 
G-C3509; price $2.00. 

These seem to be the only isolated recordings 
available of the two Chopin selections and of the 
other works, the Daquin selection is available by 
Landowska on the harpsichord (G-DA977; price 
$2.00). The De Severac selection entitled in French 
“Où l'on entend une vieille Boite à Musique," 
has not been available for some time. These pieces 
are all played to perfection by Solomon, who has 
received exceptional support from the recording 
engineers. A miniature recital most heartily recom- 
mended.

COATES: The Three Elizabeths — Suite. National 
Symphony Orchestra conducted by Eric Coatos. 
Two 12" imported records (4 sides) in Set 
D-ED8t; price complete with album $5.25. 

This set, originally reviewed in the August 

1946 SUPPLEMENT, is now available again in both 

manual and automatic seguence. The melodious 

suite has been most effectively recorded under the 
composer's direction, 


COPLAND (AARON) 


COPLAND: A Lincoln Portrait. Me Douglas

LINCOLN: Gettysburg Address. Melvyn Douglas

A new and sumptuously recorded performance 
of Aaron Copland's "A Lincoln Portrait“ is pre- 
sented by the Boston Symphony under the direction 
of Serge Koussevitzky with the film actor, Melvyn 
Douglas reading the text which is drawn from 
Lincoln's own words. The present reading is much 
more dramatic and forceful than the earlier per- 
formance recorded by the Philharmonic-Symphony 
Orchestra of New York with Artur Rodzinski con- 
ducting and Kenneth Spencer reciting (CX-266+). 
Faster tempos permit the work to be recorded on 
three sides with the final side being devoted to a 
recitation of Lincoln's Gettysburg Address, which 
is quoted in part in the Copland work. 
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DVORAK (ANTONIN) 

DVORAK: Concerto in B minor, Op. 104, for ‘cello 
and orchestra. Gregor Piatigorsky ('cello) & 
Philadelphia Orchestra conducted by Eugene 
Ormandy.. Five 12" records (10 sides) in Set 
CM-6581; price complete with album $6.30. 

`. One of the finest of the pre-war recordings 
was Casals’ rendition of the Dvorak ‘Cello Con- 
certo (VM-458t, out of stock as we go to press). 
Thas notable performance, recorded in Prague, 
was also one of the finest examples of a great 
instrumentalist with a great orchestra under a 
great conductor. So any new performance has to 
be judged alongside that recording. Gregor Piati- 
gorsky's rendition of the. concerto does not have 
that feeling of authority always present in the 
Casals version, but it is an interesting perfor- 
mance nonetheless. The superb orchestral back- 
ground provided by the Philadelphia Orchestra 
under the leadership of Eugene Ormandy has been 
recorded with accuracy and the result js most grati- 
fying. The soloist and the orchestra show off best 
in the poignant slow movement. The balance is 
quite good throughout. 


ELMORE (ROBERT HALL) 


ELMORE: Two Psalms & KRENEK: The Moon Rises. 
Eunice Eaton (piano). 10" record (2 sides), 
No. PARA-51; price $1.32. 
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This record contains two pieces the Phila- 
delphia organist, Robert Hall Elmore, entitled 
Psalms. The subtitles of the selections are: Save 
me O God for the waters are come ... & Let 
them praise His Name in the dance. The Krenek 
selection comes from Op. 83. Part of this opus 
was once issued by Columbia, played by the com- 
poser. The present piece was not included in that 
set, 


Mrs. Eaton, to whom Mr. Elmore dedicated 
these Psalms, is a graduate of Juilliard School of 
Music. She plays these contemporary compositions 
with brilliance and spirit, and the recording is 
quite good.

Composed for the Cardiff Festival of 1904, 
German's "Welsh Rhapsody" contains five famous 
Welsh melodies: Loudly Proclaim o'er Land and 
Sea, Hunting the Hare, The Bells of Aberdovey, 
David of the White Rock, Men of Harlech. This 
melodious score has been vividly recorded by the 
City of Birmingham Orchestra under the spirited 
leadership of George Weldon. The present record- 
ing is the only one available at the present time. 


GERSHWIN (GEORGE) 

GERSHWIN: Prelude No. 2 & MILHAUD: Sau- 
dades do Brazil— No. 5, Ipanema, No. 9, Su- 
maré, No. II, Laranjeiras. Artur Rubinstein

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Artur Rubinstein turns his attention to George 
Gershwin's Prelude No. 2, which he plays with 
imagination and understanding. On the reverse side 
the pianist plays three compositions from the 
“Saudades do Brazil" of Darius Milhaud. Of these, 
only No. II is new to records, although the only 
other recordings of No. 5 (dedicated, incidentally, 
to Mr. Rubinstein) and No. 9 are not availabie. 
These pieces, drawn from a suite consisting of an 
overture and twelve dances, make pleasant listen- 
ing. The recording is generally good.

|t has been some time since there was a re- 
cording of the aria from the Meyerbeer opera, 
and only the Thomas record of the Chenier aria is 
still listed in domestic catalogues. There is no de- 
nying Mr. Merrill's big, eloquent voice, but there 
is also no denying his complete lack of understand- 
ing of these two warhorses. The Chenier aria is one 
of the staples of the baritone repertory, and Mr. 
Merrill sings it with very little feeling for the 
words or the meaning. The recording as such is 
sumptlous and clear, with fine orchestral back- 
grounds by the Victor Orchestra under the leader- 
ship of Jean Paul Morel.

Kathleen Ferrier's lovely contralto voice may 
be heard to advantage in these two selections 
which have been beautifully recorded. The English 
text of the Gluck aria may sound a bit strange 
to those accostumed to the French or Italian words, 
but the magnificent voice of the contralto more 
than compensates for the translation. The Handel 
aria is also well sung, but the text has absolutely 
nothing to do with the original Italian (Dove 
sei amato bene). The recording, made in Kingsway 
Hall, is spacious and clear.
